ed to the Covina hospital in the cp.r 
of. Miss Stella - Gilcher, a business 
woman of Los Angeles, who was re- 
turning ; to her home, after- having 
spent *<the day with her f rientr,' Mrs.' 
B. W, Groom; of Puente street, Co- 
vina. 


The inquest revealed the fact that 


the party had left the Hoag home 
on North Whittier Heights to attend 
revival services in Baldwin Park, 
which for the past" three weeks had 
been conducted by the Bev. D. O. 
Opperman of Fresno, who had been 
entertained at the Hoag home dur- 
ing the afternoon. 


Following a long delay of nearly 


two hours, awaiting instructions 
from the county .coroner, the bodies 
were removed to undertaking parlors 
at Whittier, where on Tuesday after- 
noon the inquest was held over the 
seven bodies, Mrs. Beador 'having 
died at the Covina hospital Tuesday 
morning. ' 


The remains of Mrs. William K. 


Hoag and her mother, Mrs. Lynn 
Meador, will be taken east this week 
by the bereaved husband and buried 
at the family home in Vandalia. All 
other victims of tragedy have been 
laid to rest in the Whittier cemetery. 
Bev. D. O. Opperman, who was in- 
stantly killed, leaves a wife and five 
children, residents of Fresno. Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Hoag and the 
latter's mother, Mrs. Meador, had 
only been in California a few 
months, coming from Illinois on ac- 
count of Mrs. Hoag's delicate health. 
The reason her husband was out of 
the party at the time of the accident 
was due to the fact that he was 
working as a f umigator in the North 
Whittier Heights district. 


Another distressing feature is the

The contest between Fred T. Beaty and Prescott F. 


Cogswell for the position of supervisor in the first-district 
has resulted in a larger vote for Mr. Beaty than for Mr.

American Trade Prospers— 


The foreign commerce of the United States continues to 


forge ahead with mighty strides, and estimates for the present 
year, based on actual figures for the first seven months, indi- 
cate that a new record will be set up. 


Of course, in comparisons of this kind, the war years of 


1919, 
1920 and 1921 are disregarded, because of the huge 


amounts of munitions which entered into our export figures 
at that time. The big year was 1920, when our total foreign 
trade was $13,342,340,777. It will be some time before that 
mark can be exceeded by peace time commerce. The other 
years, 1919 and 1921, however, will soon be surpassed, judging 
from the present year's activities. 


Estimates place the foreign trade for 1926 at $9,000,000,- 


000 in round figures, as against $8,688,838,571 last year. Our 
commerce is within striking distance also of the records of 
two lesser war years—$10,328,022,754 in 1919 and $10,170,- 
969,379 in 1921. These marks may be reached in another 
year or two, and probably will be. 


In our foreign trade this year exports and imports almost 


balance each other, but there will be a comparatively small 
unfavorable balance of about $100,000,000, as we bought more 
goods than we sold to the value of that amount. This, ac- 
cording to officials of the department of commerce, is not as 
important as it might seem at first sight, because it is a nat- 
ural attendant upon our broadening markets, which now 
include practically every nation on earth. It is expected, 
therefore, that 1927 will see the favorable balance of recent 
years restored. 


Altogether the situation is very satisfactory to this coun- 


try, and presages greater development of our world trade in 
the years to come.—Herald.
